Jet Downed by 
Laotian Reds 


Pilot Is Lifted 
Safely Out of 
Asian Jungle 


VIENTIANE, Laos, (AP) - 
Communist groundfire knocked 
down the second U.S. Navy jet 
in two days over Laos Sunday, 
but the pilot was safely lifted 
out of the red-held jungle. 
U.S. officials hoped to contin­ 
ue an air search today for the 
pilot of the first plane, but a 
heavy cloud cover hung over 
Vientiane. The monsoon season 
has set in. 
Both planes were shot down 
east of the Plaine des Jarres 
area, recently overrun by the 
Pathet Lao. Both were Crusader 
jets capable of 1,000 miles an 
hour. They were operating from 
the carrier Kitty Hawk in the 
South China Sea. 
The second jet was armed 
and accompanying an unarmed 
reconnaissance plane over cen­ 
tral Laos. The United States 
has 
been 
conducting 
photo­ 
graphic flights over Communist 
positions since May 17 at the 
request of the neutralist Premi­ 
er Souvanna Phouma. 
The pilot, Cmdr. Doyle W. 
Lynn of La Mesa, Calif., was 
rescued by a U.S. helicopter 
and flown back to the Kitty 
Hawk, an embassy spokesman 
said. 
U.S. officials gave no details 
of the jungle rescue, but it was 
unofficially reported that sever­ 
al helicopters had been badly 
shot up in an attempt to find 
the other pilot, Lt. Charles F. 
Klusmann, 30, of San Diego, 
Calif. 
Klusmann was on a reconnais­ 
sance flight when his plane was 
hit. He was reported to have 
parachuted safely, but his ex­ 
act landing spot in the rugged, 
isolated terrain apparently was 
not known.

ALLAHABAD, India (AP) — 
Thousands of grieving Indians 
plunged into the Ganges River 
in a frenzied stampede today as 
the ashes of the late Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru were strewn on In­ 
dia’s holy rivers. 
At least one woman drowned 
before police, 
wielding 
clubs 
from boats, forced swimmers 
and waders to the shore. Four 
persons were killed in a stam­ 
pede Sunday as Nehru’s ashes 
were brought from New Delhi. 
The 
mourning 
thousands, 
dressed in the white homespun 
cotton of India’s poor, mobbed 
The I a floating platform and it sank 
under their weight. Scores tried 
to climb in boats filled with 
newsmen and government offi­ 
cials, but police beat them back. 
About half a million persons 
crowded to the river banks or 
waded in. The temperature hit 
107 degrees 
and scores 
col­ 
lapsed. Others were injured by 
police clubs. 
Nehru’s family wilted by the 
heat and almost deafened by the 
uproar, went out into the river 
in an amphibious army vehicle 
to strew the ashes. 
“Babuji 
(father)

sobbed Nehru’s daughter, Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi, as she boarded 
the vehicle. 
Her sons, Rajiv and Sanjas, 
emptied the urn of Nehru’s ash­ 
es at a point where the Ganges 
and the Jumna rivers meet.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court refused today to 
review a decision overturning 
conviction of the Communist 
party of the United States for 
failure to register under the 
Internal Security Act. 
The refusal leaves the lower 
court decision standing. 
The Supreme Court’s action 
was announced in a brief or­ 
der that gave no reason. 
Justice Byron R. White, for 
meriy deputy attorney general, 
took no part in consideration of 
the case. 
The lower court’s decision 
was by a three-judge panel of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals here. 
The Justice Department had 
asked the Supreme Court to 
hear argument in the case and 
reverse the lower court. 
The appeals court held that 
the government had failed to 
prove anyone w*as available to 
the party who could sign the 
registration statement without 
incriminating himself. 
Urging reversal of the deci­ 
sion, 
the 
government 
appeal 
questioned whether party offi­ 
cers may refuse to register for 
the party ‘‘when they cannot 
possibly incriminate themselves 
because the statute prohibits 
any 
information 
obtained 
by 
registration from being intro­ 
duced in evidence in a judicial 
proceeding.” 
Anyway, the appeal said, “no 
new leads to other information 
can result (from registration) 
since party officials have pub­ 
licly 
stated 
their positions.” 
Further, the appeal s t a t e d 
“there is not the slightest rea­ 
son to reject in this case the 
ordinary rule that an organiza­ 
tion can find attorneys or other 
agents to act for it.” 
The party had been fined 
$120,000 for failing to list with 
the Justice 
Department 
the 
names of its officers and mem­ 
bers, the amount and sources of 
its income, the 
amount and 
purposes of its expenditures, 
and the location of its printing 
presses. The fine was set aside 
by the court of appeals deci­ 
sion. 
The listing was required when 
an order by the Subversive Ac­ 
tivities Control Board against 
the party became final in 1961. 
The order was upheld by the 
Supreme Court when it upheld 
constitutionality of the Regis 
tration Act. The high court did 
not rule, however, on what the 
consequences would be if the 
party failed to register.

Sun Pei Lee, a native of China 
who put seven children through 
college, finally got his own de­ 
gree—at age 68. 
It took him so long, Lee said 
in an interview, because “we 
had to make a living.” In grati­ 
tude 
for 
paying 
their 
way 
through college, his children fi­ 
nanced his five and a half years 
at the University of Delaware. 
He received a bachelor of sci­ 
ence degree in agriculture Sun­ 
day becoming the oldest student 
ever to graduate from the Uni­ 
versity of Delaware. 
“I will look for a job,” said 
Lee. “I want to do what I have 
learned.” 
Only his wife and his youngest 
daughter, Stella, saw him re­ 
ceive his degree.

Coldwater, scheduled to visit

Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
He has opposed some provi­ 
sions of the civil rights 
bill 
pending in the Senate. He has 
proposed that Social Security be 
put on a voluntary basis and 
has said the United States ought 
to get out of the United Nations 
if it admits Red China. 
Govs. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, William W. Scranton 
of 
Pennsylvania 
and

Romney of Michigan indicated 
in news conferences Sunday they 
believe Coldwater will have dif­ 
ficulty in carrying their states 
unless he changes his views. 
The governors were centering 
their emphasis on trying to get 
the Arizona senator to change 
his stance after a brief effort to 
produce a stop-Coldwater move­ 
ment collapsed. 
Scranton, who announced he 
was available for the nomination 
after a conference with Eisen­ 
hower in Gettysburg, Pa., said 
on a television program that he

for the nomination if Eisenhow­ 
er specifically had urged him to 
do so, but the general didn t.

Petition Asks 
Senate Cloture 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Thir­ 
ty-eight senators filed a petition 
today to close off the Senate’s 
record 
filibuster against the 
House-passed civil rights bill. 
The petition to invoke the 
Senate's debate-limiting cloture 
rule was sent to the desk by 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field of Montana and will auto­ 
matically come to a vote one 
hour after the Senate meets on 
Wednesday. 
In hopes of winning the two- 
thirds majority necessary to put 
the rule into effect, leaders 
yielded to the demands of a 
group of Republicans to permit 
the Senate to vote first on some 
key amendments to the House- 
passed bill. 
Under an agreement nailed 
down Saturday, debate on these 
amendments will be limited to 
four hours each. The votes on 
them will be taken Tuesday. 
All this suggests a possibly de­ 
cisive turning point in the long 
legislative battle, now in its 73rd 
day and 14th week. 
With the Senate moving to­ 
ward a showdown on civil rights, 
the House will take up Tuesday 
a $3.5-billion foreign aid author­ 
ization bill.

“barebones request.” 
On tap for House action later 
in the week is a measure to ex­ 
tend for another year beyond 
June 30 a variety of federal ex­ 
cise taxes imposed during the 
Korean war. Involved is an esti­ 
mated $1.9 billion in federal rev­ 
enues.

Johnson said the walls there 
close around the First Family 
and they feel there are “only 
four of us” who really can share 
and understand it. 
She told how she and daugh­ 
ters Lynda, 20, and Luci, 16, 
share the criticism and the deci­ 
sion-making burdens of the pres­ 
idency and try to help the man 
of the house. 
And, she said, she thinks the 
President is “in very splendid

health and being real sensible 
within the limits of the demands 
of his office.” 
Mrs. Johnson notes that “be­ 
ing the wife of the President 
does qualify as a job.” 
“You would regard it as a tool 
which can be used, which I want 
to learn how to use wisely and 
energetically,” she said. 
She finds the White House a 
place where you touch base with 
“a parade of interesting minds” 
and “uncertainty is more likely 
than order” in the daily sched­ 
ule. 
When it comes to criticisms— 
and she’s had her share—Mrs. 
Johnson said you have to ex­ 
plore your own conscience: “If 
I don’t think there was anything 
wrong in it, I’m not going to 
worry about it.” 
“Foolishness,” is the way she 
characterized complaints about 
Johnson pulling the ears of his 
pet beagle dogs and turning off 
lights at the White House. 
“If you don’t turn out the 
lights that 
aren’t necessary, 
that’s 
plain neglectful,” 
she 
commented. 
And, she termed Republican 
allegations 
about 
“deplorable 
poverty” among families on her 
Alabama farm land something 
of “a publicity gimmick” that 
I just don’t want to comment 
about.” 
Mrs. Johnson reiterated that 
she had let these farm families 
remain on her land although it 
would have 
been financially 
more prudent to turn from cot­ 
ton farming to timber. 
“It would make much more 
sense to put the land into th e 
trees as far as income goes,” 
she said, “but I do not want to 
tell people that they have to 
leave.” 
Asked if she hadn’t anticipat­ 
ed that someone might raise 
this issue when the President 
embarked on a nationwide war 
on poverty, Mrs. Johnson quick­ 
ly replied: 
“No. I don’t think anyone 
c a n search his background to 
find out everything that might 
be attacked. One would have to 
be born yesterday with nothing 
to attack.” 
Marking her first six months 
in the White House, Mrs. John­ 
son granted rn two-hour inter­ 
view to two news service report­ 
ers who have been covering her 
activities. 
With typical Southern hospital­ 
ity she provided a luncheon set­ 
ting in the pretty blue and white 
dressing room of the famed 
“Queen’s Bedroom” in the White 
House family quarters. 
While two waiters served a 
light salad luncheon, she an 
swered queries ranging from 
what she thinks of her bus 
band’s dancing to evaluating her 
own business acumen. 
“I think he’s a real good 
dancer,” she said of Johnson 
With a touch of humor, she add­ 
ed, “Lynda says his repertory is 
a little limited.” 
When the Johnsons came to 
the White House, Mrs. Johnson 
placed in trusteeship the mil­ 
lion-dollar radio-television enter 
prise she launched at station 
KTBC in Austin, Tex. Much has 
been written about this venture 
and Mrs. Johnson was asked to 
give some insight into her busi­ 
ness operations and whether she 
considers herself “a great busi 
nesswoman.” 
“I only say I’ve got good 
judgment about people,” Mrs 
Johnson replied. She said she 
had picked good people to run 
her station and “I left the dec! 
lions to them.” 
When it comes to White House 
business decisions, Mrs. Johnson 
indicated she is called on by her 
husband for advice and consul­ 
tation. “I wouldn’t say he comes 
to me for an okay,” she s a i d 
with a smile. “We talk about it 
and I infiltrate.” 
In exploring and getting reac­ 


tions and judgments on national 
and 
international 
decisions, 
Johnson turns to his wife, too. 
Alas poor man,” she said, 
after much more learned peo­ 
ple than I have advised him, 
then he ultimately has to come 
up with the answer.” 
In her own job, Mrs. Johnson 
said she decides what public ap­ 
pearances, take on primarily 
on the basis of what “I have an 
earnest natural interest in.” 
“It’s nutty to go some place 
you don’t have an involvement 
in,” she added smiling. 
Mrs. Johnson likes best trips 
like those she made to the space 
center at Huntsville, Ala., and 
the antipoverty projects she vis­ 
ited in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., a n d 
Kentucky. 
Her reasons for going: 
1—“I can serve some use to 
my husband in telling him what 
I saw, my feeling about it in 
learning 
from 
people 
rather 
than statistics.” 
2—“It can possibly be of some 
use to draw back the curtain to 
awaken and alert people to rea­ 
sons why Lyndon has got this 
poverty project.” 
And, with a laugh, she said the 
third reason was: “It’s an edu­ 
cation for me.” 
Mrs. Johnson described the 
family routine and praised her 
daughters for the way they are 
handling their life in the spot­ 
light. 
Lynda, she said “did dandy” 
in accompanying the President 
on a recent six-state poverty 
tour. 
“She has a naturally inquiring 
mind and also wanted to give 
her daddy the feeling he had 
another soldier. . .somebody in 
the family who cared.” 
And, she was equally approv­ 
ing of Luci’s performance. 
“She has an almost painful 
sense of obligation to being our 
daughter a n d the r o I d she’s 
supposed to play. She hears 
she’s supposed to be an Amer­ 
ican model for youth. She takes 
it seriously.” 
Asked if she sets any ground 
rules about White House dating, 


Mrs. Johnson said “that has 
kind of long been understood” 
by the girls. “I can’t say I pry 
or make demands on exactly 
when they get in. I believe they 
have a good understanding,” 
Mrs. Johnson said. “I frequently 
go in and see them when they 
get in and curl up on the bed 
and ifs one of the best mo­ 
ments.” 
Mrs. Johnson said her day 
starts at 8 a.m. with breakfast, 
her favorite meal, in bed while 
she reads the newspapers. 
Lunch is usually a catch-as- 
catch-can meal in the White 
House, with Johnson preempting 
the 
family’s 
upstairs 
dining 
room for business lunches to 
which he often summons his 
wife for dessert and coffee. 
Because she thinks she drinks 
too much coffee, Mrs. Johnson 
switches to Sanka “when I’m 
home and can control it.” 
It’s dinnertime at the White 
House “when Lyndon’s work is 
done,” ranging from 8:30 p.m. 
“to considerably later.” The 
girls “get ravenous” and usually 
have their meal at 6:30 p.m., 
joining their parents later to 
talk. 
Mrs. Johnson is finding more 
success with preserving a trad! 
tion of trying to keep Sunday a 
day for the family to be togeth 
er. Sunday for the Johnsons, she 
said, is set aside “for resting 
reading, family, and exercise 
and I don’t like to break it to 
go anyplace else if I can help 
it.” 
She said she doesn’t worry 
about the problem of privacy in 
the White House. 
“I do worry about the lack of 
tranquility and serenity.” And 
what she wants most is “a date 
book with a day blank,” and a 
chance to lie in the hammock 
at the ranch and look at the 
sky. 
“That’s when you do your best 
thinking,” she said.
